Dr. David Hugus is a renowned collector of Chinese rank badges, 
and an international authority on the subject. Prior to embarking 
on this pursuit, Dr. Hugus served with honor in the United States 
military. During his numerous tours in Asia and elsewhere, he 
earned a Masters in Science and a doctorate degree in Operations 
Research Systems Analyst (ORSA) from the Naval Postgraduate 
School, as well as a Purple Heart, Combat Infantryman Badge, the 
Bronze Star, Legion of Merit, and other distinctions.

In the Qing court, there were eighteen levels of imperial princes. 

The first eight levels bore the title ‘Prince of Blood’ and donned 
'dragon' rank badges. Princes of levels nine through twelve were 
identified as ‘Nobles of the Imperial Lineage’, and within that group, 
princes in levels nine through eleven were each further divided into 
three sublevels. The twelfth level had no such divisions. Princes of 
the Imperial Lineage were rarely selected for positions at court, and 
therefore very few badges for them were made, nor survive. Those 
who did serve received a circular rank badge featuring one the top 
four military animals— qilin (ninth rank), lion (tenth rank), leopard 
(eleventh rank), and tiger (twelfth rank) —and a shou character. Thus, 
the present badge can be identified as belonging to a Prince of the 
Imperial Lineage of the ninth rank. Although the original wearer's 
Sublevel is not visually evidenced here, it can be presumed that they 
were at the uppermost tier of the ninth level since they were offered a 
position at court.

The colors and stitching of the present rank badge are characteristic 
of the Guangxu period (r. 1875-1908), however, the inclusion of 

the bajixiang indicates a more specific dating to 1898, during the 
Emperor’s ‘Hundred Days of Reform’. During this brief period, the 
Guangxu emperor issued over 40 edicts aimed at Westernizing 
Chinese society by transforming medicine, science, legal codes, 
educational systems, the military, and fundamental aspects of the 
government, such as abolishing the civil service examination based 
on the Chinese classics. Included in these reforms was a decree to 
simplify the imagery in civil rank badges to only the bird, sun, and 
clouds. However, a group of conservative officials aligned with the 
Dowager Empress Cixi (1835-1908) opposed the reforms, and under 
her protection, ignored the decrees and held to traditional customs, 
including the use of bajixiang in rank badges. Thus, the present 
badge can be attributed to a conservative member of court who 
resisted the reforms of the Guangxu emperor.

In the Ming dynasty, the 'oriole' rank badge was worn by civil officials 
of the eighth rank. However, in the early Qing dynasty, in 1652,

These two painted compositions of blossoming chrysanthemum 
bear the signature of Lang Shining, otherwise known as Giuseppe 
Castiglione, an Italian Jesuit artist who served as a court artist for 
three Chinese emperors in the late 17th and early 18th century. 
Castiglione was one of several European artists who created under 
the aegis of the Qing imperial court, and his introduction of European 
techniques and aesthetic approaches made a notable visual impact 
on court art, in his own time and the generations that followed.

Lily Lee Chen was born in 1936 in Tianjin, China. Her father, Li 
Yaolin (1901-1994) was a prominent professor and member of the 
Kuomingtang. After the Communist Party of China took control of 
Tianjin in 1949, Lily and her family fled to Taiwan for safety. 


Growing up in Taiwan, Lily discovered her natural aptitude for 
public speaking. Her remarkable abilities did not go unnoticed, 

and in 1956, she was chosen as a representative of Taiwan for 

the prestigious Youth Specialists Program. This program, fostered 
by the U.S. Department of State, aimed to forge meaningful 
connections between the United States and China, a testament to 
Lily’s exceptional talent and potential. Just a year later, Lily decided 
to pursue higher education in the United States, attending San 
Francisco State University and later the University of Washington. It 
was there that she met her husband, Paul, and together they started 
a family, welcoming their children, Helen and Arthur.

In 1969, Lily’s family relocated to Monterey Park, California, 

marking the beginning of her remarkable journey in public service. 
Encouraged by the local community, she ventured into politics 

and made her first bid for city council in 1981. Driven by a strong 
commitment to enhancing accessibility in the electoral process, Lily 
successfully developed a bilingual voter’s registration guide. Despite 
a narrow defeat by a margin of 28 votes, she remained undeterred. In 
1982, Lily ran for city council once again, securing an overwhelming 
victory that surpassed all previous records in Monterey Park. This 
triumph not only solidified her position as the city’s Mayor but also 
made her a trailblazer as the first female Chinese-American mayor in 
the United States.

of determination and compassion. Her story continues to inspire 
generations to dream boldly and embrace the potential for change.
